1. SUMMARY: ARRANGEMENTS BEING MADE FOR WASHINGTON NACC 
PROGRAM. NIGERIAN-AMERICAN CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. NEW YORK 
(NACC-NY) ASCERTAINING INTEREST OF NEW YORK BUSINESS COMMUN- 
ITY IN MEETING INDIVIDUAL NIGERIANS. NACC-NY, BANKERS 
TRUST, MOBIL, GOODRICH AND MACK TRUCK ARE EXTENDING HOSPI 
TALITY TO GROUP, IN WHOLE OR PART. NIGERIAN MISSIONS NEW 
YORK AND WASHINGTON DECLINING COMMITMENTS PENDING RETURN 
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OF AMBASSADORS. HOLIDAY INNS HOSTING MEMPHIS VISIT THROUGH- 
OUT. PHILLIPS CONFIRMS INVITATION TO TOUR/LUNCHEON IN 
HOUSTON, SPACE CENTER VISIT IS POSSIBLE AND HOUSTON CHAMBER 
OF COMMERCE COOPERATING IN OTHER BUSINESS ARRANGEMENTS. IN- 
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DEPENDENT NIGERIAN PROMOTER MAY INVITE NACC PARTICIPANTS TO 
JOIN OCT 10 SEMINAR IN CHICAGO. END SUMMARY. 

2. PLANNING IS PROGRESSING FOR TRADE MISSION BY NACC, AL- 
THOUGH DETAILS NOT FINAL AT THIS POINT. FOLLOWING IS PRO- 
VIDED FOR EMBASSY'S SEPT. 13 NACC MEETING. 

3. ANNOUNCEMENT OF MISSION'S VISIT, INTERESTS AND ITINERARY 
WAS PLACED IN SEPT 3 ISSUE OF COMMERCE TODAY, NAMING CONTACT 
IN DEPT OF COMMERCE. PROMISING RESPONSES WILL BE MADE AVA- 
ILABLE TO DELEGATION. 

4. ESCORTS: MISSION WILL BE MET ON ARRIVAL SETP 23 BY 

DEPT OF STATE ESCORTS THEODORE HAUSER AND WILLIAM RAIFORD, 
WHO WILL REMAIN WITH GROUP UNTIL OCT 4 TO ASSIST IN MAKING 
LOCAL TRANSPORT ARRANGEMENTS, BUSINESS CONTACTS, SIGHT- 
SEEING, ETC. 

5. SEPT 23-24, WASHINGTON: SCHEDULE BEING ARRANGED. AN- 
TICIPATE MORNING BRIEFING BY APPROPRIATE USG AGENCIES AND 
AFTERNOON BRIEFING AT NIGERIAN EMBASSY. HOWEVER, LATTER 
HAS DECLINED TO MAKE FIRM COMMITMENTS TO US FOR BRIEFING 
OR POSSIBLE RECEPTION PENDING AMBASSADOR GARBA'S RETURN 
"SOMETIME NEXT WEEK, 1 ' EMBASSY LAGOS MAY WISH TO SUGGEST 
TO NACC THAT IT APPROACH GARBA TO SEEK HIS SUPPORT FOR 
BRIEFING AND RECEPTION ON MONDAY, SEPT 24. SUNDAY AFTER- 
NOON AND EVENING SEPT 23 WOULD BE FREE FOR SIGHTSEEING 
OR OTHER INDIVIDUAL ACTIVITIES. 

6. SEPT 25, NEW YORK: NEW YORK CHAMBER OF COMMERCE AND 
INDUSTRY SENT MAILING TO ALL ITS MEMBERS ANNOUNCING TRADE 
MISSION BY GROUP OF NIGERIA'S "MOST IMPORTANT AND INFLUEN- 
TIAL BUSINESS LEADERS," LISTING NAMES AND BUSINESS INTER- 
ESTS SET FORTH IN LAGOS 6747, AND ENCLOSING POSTAGE-PAID 
RETURN CARDS THROUGH WHICH ADDRESSEES MIGHT EXPRESS IN 
TEREST IN MEETING WITH SPECIFIC NIGERIAN PARTICIPANTS. 
ANTICIPATE THAT RESPONSES WILL BE COMMUNICATED TO TRADE 
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MISSION (FOR INDIVIDUAL FOLLOW-UP AS DESIRED) AT MAJOR 
LUNCHEON SEPT 25 AT HOTEL ST. REGIS, HOSTED BY NACC-NY TO 
MEET ITS MEMBERS. DEPT DISCUSSED WITH NACC-NY POSSIBLE 
DIFFICULTY WHICH COULD BE CAUSED BY 1035 ARRIVAL NEW YORK 
(LAGOS 6995), BUT NACC-NY CONCLUDED TIME INTERVAL ALLOWED 
BEFORE LUNCHEON WAS ADEQUATE; AFFAIR WILL PERMIT ESTAB 
LISHMENT OF KEY CONTACTS WHICH MISSION MEMBERS MAY PURSUE 
DURING REMAINDER OF NEW YORK STAY. DEPT HAS URGED NACC- 
NY TO CONFIRM THESE ARRANGEMENTS DIRECTLY TO NACC AND 
ASSUMES THIS CORRESPONDENCE HAS TAKEN PLACE. 

7. SEPT 26, NEW YORK: BANKERS TRUST COMPANY INVITES NACC 
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DELEGATION TO FINANCE SEMINAR AND LUNCHEON FROM 10:00 A.M. 

TO 2:00 P.M. AS CONCEIVED BY BANKERS TRUST, SEMINAR WOULD 
INCLUDE DISCUSSION OF INTERNATIONAL BANKING OPERATIONS, 
INTERNATIONAL MONETARY SITUATION, US ECONOMY AND ADVICE ON 
WHAT US BANKS CAN DO FOR NIGERIAN IMPORTERS AND EXPORTERS. 
BANKERS TRUST SEVENTH LARGEST US BANK, AFFILIATED WITH UBA 
AND PLANNING OPEN LAGOS BRANCH THIS FALL. SEMINAR/LUNCHEON

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10. SEPT 29, NEW YORK: SATURDAY FREE FOR SIGHTSEEING OR 
OTHER INDIVIDUAL ACTIVITIES AS DESIRED. 

1 1 . OFFICIAL NIGERIAN ROLE, NEW YORK: DEPT HAS CONTACTED 
NIGERIAN CONSULATE-GENERAL AND MISSION TO UN CONCERNING 
VISIT. CONSULATE-GENERAL PREPARED PROVIDE "EVERY APPRO- 
PRIATE COURTESY," THOUGH HAS HAD NO DIRECT CORRESPONDENCE 
ON MISSION. UN MISSION SURMISED COMMUNICATION FROM NACC 
TO OGBU (LAGOS 6925) WAS PERSONAL LETTER WHICH PRESUMABLY 
AWAITING AMBASSADOR'S RETURN FROM LAGOS AT END THIS WEEK. 
BOTH MISSIONS EXPRESSED WILLINGNESS COORDINATE WITH NACC- 
NY, TO DETERMINE THEIR ROLE, BUT MADE NO COMMITMENTS. IT 
APPEARS NOTHING WILL BE SCHEDULED IN NEW YORK PENDING OG- 
BU AND GARBA RETURN TO US. 

12. SEPT 30-OCT 1, MEMPHIS: HOLIDAY INNS PLANNING MEET 

ON ARRIVAL AND HOST MISSION THROUGHOUT MEMPHIS STAY. FIRM 
WORKING CLOSELY WITH COMMERCE DISTRICT OFFICE AND WORLD 
TRADE COUNCIL OF MEMPHIS CHAMBER OF COMMERCE IN ARRANGING 
MAIOR SOCIAL FUNCTION INVOLVING LOCAL COMMUNITY AND BUSI 
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NESS LEADERS. VISIT WILL INCLUDE TOUR OF HOME OFFICE OF 
"WORLD S LARGEST HOTEL CHAIN" AND VISIT TO FIRM'S "UNIVER- 
SITY" WHERE INTERNATIONAL STAFF TRAINED.

PARED ASSIST GROUP. CHAMBER ALSO PLACING ANNOUNCEMENT OF 
MISSION IN ITS NEWSLETTER AND WILL MAKE AVAILABLE TO NACC 
WHATEVER EXPRESSIONS OF INTEREST RESULT. MANAGER OF WORLD 
TRADE DEPT WARNS, HOWEVER, THAT HOUSTON PRINCIPALLY DIS- 
TRIBUTION CENTER FOR HEAVY INDUSTRY, MAINLY IN PETROLEUM 
FIELD, AND LOCAL BUSINESS CONTACTS NOT LIKELY TO BE PRO- 
MISING WITH RESPECT TO MANY INTERESTS STIPULATED BY MISSION 
MEMBERS. ANTICIPATE THAT FIRM PROPOSALS FROM CHAMBER WILL 
BE DEVELOPED BY LATE THIS WEEK. 
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14. OCT 3-4, HOUSTON: PHILLIPS PETROLEUM CONSIDERING 
OCT 3 HELICOPTER TOUR OF INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENTS ALONG 
HOUSTON SHIPS CHANNEL FOLLOWED BY LUNCHEON. DEPT HAS MADE 
ARRANGEMENTS FOR 2-HOUR VISIT TO JOHNSON SPACE CENTER OCT 

4 AT 10:30 (CENTER IS APPROX. 25 MILES FROM HOUSTON, AND 
NO RPT NO NASA TRANSPORT FROM CITY IS AVAILABLE BUT DEPT 
ATTEMPTING ARRANGE COURTESY TRANSPORT THROUGH OIL COMPANY). 
PLEASE ADVISE IF GROUP AGREEABLE TO PROPOSED PHILLIPS AND 
SPACE CENTER ACTIVITIES. MOST OF SMALL REMAINING TIME IN 
HOUSTON WOULD BE LEFT FREE FOR SIGHTSEEING AND INDIVIDUAL

RECEIVED INVITATION TO OCT 25 NACC-NY LUNCHEON, AND IS IN- 
VITING OGUNBANJO ONLY TO LUNCH ON OCT 27. FIRM ADVISED 
DEPT ITS LAGOS REP UNDER INSTRUCTIONS TO RETRACT ANY IN- 
VITATIONS HE MAY HAVE EXTENDED ENTAILING HOSPITALITY TO 
ENTIRE GROUP.

SIZE OF MISSION. ASSUME ADDITIONAL RESERVATIONS IN WASH 
INGTON AND NEW YORK REQUESTED BY LAGOS 7388 AND MADE BY 
DEPT REFLECT THIS INCREASE IN SIZE FROM 20 TO 21 MEMBERS. 

IS ONE PARTICIPANT NOT VISITING MEMPHIS AND HOUSTON? 

19. DEPT UNDERSTANDS FROM PANAM THAT NACC RESERVA- 
TIONS MADE THROUGH SWISSAIR, BUT SWISSAIR WASHINGTON HAS 
NO RECORD. SWISSAIR NEW YORK CABLING THEIR LAGOS OFFICE 
TO CONFIRM THAT DOMESTIC RESERVATIONS MADE THERE. WITH 
RESPECT LONDON- WASHINGTON FLIGHT, PAN AM INDICATES AIR- 
LINE HOLDING DOUBLE BOOKING FOR AT LEAST SOME MEMBERS OF

TO FACILITATE ARRANGEMENTS FOR ESCORTS TRAVEL AND PROGRAM 
SCHEDULING. WHAT IS MEMPHIS-NEW ORLEANS CARRIER AND FLIGHT 
NUMBER? 

20. EMBASSY MAY WISH TO STRESS ONCE MORE TO MISSION THAT 
NO RPT NO USG FUNDING BEING PROVIDED FOR THEIR MISSION 
(ASIDE FROM PROVISION OF ESCORT OFFICERS). PARTICIPANTS 
WILL BE OBLIGED ARRANGE LOCAL TRANSPORT, DEFRAY COSTS OF 
TRANSPORT, ACCOMMODATIONS AND MEALS, EXCEPT WHEN INCLUDED 
IN HOSPITALITY OFFERED BY US FIRMS. ALSO CAN MAKE NO AS- 
SURANCES ABOUT EXTENT OF SPECIFIC BUSINESS CONTACT OPPOR 
TUNITIES DEVELOPED BY COOPERATING CHAMBERS IN NEW YORK AND 
HOUSTON. MAY ALSO BE WISE TO ADMONISH GROUP TO RESPECT 
APPOINTMENTS AND SCHEDULE TO AVOID COMPROMISING GOODWILL 
NACC AND USG CURRENTLY ENJOY WITH COOPERATING US FIRMS.
